So together, the vvords "Akal 
Ustat" mean "the praise of the Timeless One". İn 
it, Guru Gobind Singh vvrites that Almighty is 
vvorshipped by various peoples in many different 
vvays, and vvith varying names and methocds:

The Guru has outlined the circumstance and history of the time and hovv great 
courage and strength vvas required to overcome the many hurdles that vvere 
upon the community.

— Guru Gobind Singh narrates the spirit of Almighty”s povver in 
feminine lead role as Guru İİ is the first to upliftthe vvoman”s status 
to arouse the dead conscious of Indian Society. 


— Chandi Charitar is the title of tvvo compositions by Guru Gobind Singh 
li in His marvelous poetry. VVritten in Brai verse it describes the 
exploits of goddess Chandi or Durga. The first composition is knovvn 
as Chandi Charitar Ukt Bilas. 


— The second has its title in the manuscript of the Dasam Granth 
preserved in the Toshakhana at Takht Sri Harimandar Sahib at Patna, 
vvhich is designated Chandi Charitar Trambi Mahatam. 
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Chandı Charıitar 1 - Content 


The first vvork is divided into eight cantos and comprises 233 coupletsand 
quatrains, employing seven different metres, vvith Savveiya and Dohra 
predominating. 


Although the source of the story mentioned is Satsaf or Durga Saptasati 
vvhich is a portion of Markandeya purana, from chapters 81 to 94, Guru 
Gobind Singh narrated in His ovvn poetry and the content reflects the 
povver of Almighty instrumented in a feminine vvarrior. 


Both the vvorks vvere composed at Anandpur Sahib, before AD 1695, the 
year vvhen the Bachitar Natak vvas completed. 


The concluding lines ofthe last canto of Chandi Charitra Ukti Bilas as 
included in the Dasam Granth manuscript preserved at Patna, hovvever, 
mention 1752 Bk / AD 1695 as the year of the composition of this vvork. 
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Chandı Charitar 1- Reality 


In these compositions, Chandi, the goddess of Markandeya purana, takes on a 
more-dynamic character. Guru Gobind Singh reoriented the old story imparting 
to the exploits of Chandi a contemporary relevance. 


The Chandi Charitra Ukti Bilas describes, in a forceful style, the battles of 
goddess Chandivvith a number of demon leaders, such as Kaitabha, 
Mahikhasur (Mahisasur),Dhumra and Lochana. 


The valiant Chandislays all of them and emerges victorious. The battle scenes 
are portrayed vvith a vvealth of poetic imagery. The last contains an invocation 
to VVaheguru.

— The-aim of these ballads (1st one has 233 verses, the 2nd has 266 verses, the 3rd has55 
verses) is to inspire vvarriors to stand up for truth and righteousness in the face of 
tyranny and oppression. 


— Ona deeper level they deal vvith the internal struggle to control basic animal instincts. 


— /AIL3 ballads are extremely metaphorical and deeply narrative in nature, and describe 
the battles of Durga (also knovvn as Chandi, Bhavvani, Kalika) against many demon 
vvarlords (such as Sumbh, Nisumbh, Chandh, Mundh, Domar Lochan and Rakt Beel). 


—. Based on the tales of Durga in Markandey Puraan, these ballads also vveave in the 
intricacies of the higher povver (Akal) that controls creation, yet is also vvithin it.

A ballad to describe aboutChandi 


Also knovvn as Var Sri Bhagauti li, this composition is basedon 
an episodefrom the Markandey Puran, and describes the conflict 
betvveen the Gods and the Demons. 


In the ballad, the supreme goddess (Almighty) is transformed 
into a liberating divine povver in the form of svvord, that crushes 
perpetuators offalsehood.

— The Avvakening of Knovvledge. This composition has tvvo main divisions. The first 
part is devoted to the praise of the Almighty in the perspective of knovvledge 
vvhich is the light of the formless vvithin creation. 


— His various attributes, His might, magnanimity and his greatness are the subiect 
of this part of Gyan Prabodh. The entire description follovvs the tradition of 
Gurbani and elucidatesthe main ideas that are presented vvithin it. 


— /The second part is in the form of a dialogue in vvhich the Atma questions 
ParmAtma (Almighty) about that super povver vvhose radiance and glory is 
unending. The ansvvers are all vvithin. He is vvithout differences of caste, creed, 


religion. For Him friend and foe are alike.

— Then the soul asks about the four dharmas in ansvver the four dharmas are 
elaborated upon. 


— /”hese are Rai Dharm, Daan Dharma, Bhog Dharma and Mokh Dharma. 


— /Giving examples from the lives of great personalities as mentioned in the 
various scriptures about Daan Dharam have been explained to the soul. The 
vvriting also is a source of knovvledge and vvisdom since in it vve find elucidated 
the various kinds of Yagnas that vvere performed and hovv they vvere 
performed. This information is very significant since no other source of 
information regarding these exists.

Singh, covers the most important vvar of Gurmat philosophy i.e fight betvveen Bibek 

Buddhiand Abibek Budhi vvhich is actually fight betvveen truth and false, fight betvveen VVisdom 
and-ignorance. 


This composition also covered the concept of Gyaan (VVisdom) and Dhyanal(Attention) and is 
against Fake Ritualism and Practices. 


Guru Gobind Singh li sanctified and narrated the Life history of follovving tvvo souls, vvhich is 
designated them vvith title Rudra:

— 33 stanzas. These are thirty-three in all. Apart from describingthe 
form of the Khalsa, these describe God in a style very similar to that 
employed in the Akaal Ustat. God as described here is above the 
limiting descriptionsof the Vedas and the puranas. He is Omniscient, 
Omnipotent, the Sublime, The Transcendent, the Supreme Being. He is 
the Creator, VVithout hate, VVithout fear, Beyond time, Not incarnated, 
Self-existent, the Enlightener. He alvvays takes care of his follovvers. İn 
these compositions, the false hoods of people vvho masquerade as 
saints have been exposed. 
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Khalsa Mahıma 


— Khalsa Mahima is the name of tvvo compositionsthat praise 
the Khalsa in poetic form, composed by Guru Gobind Singh, each 
presentiin Dasam Granth and Sarbloh Granth. 


— In Dasam Granth, the composition is present at end of the 33 
Savaiyes. Guru Gobind Singh explains the role of the Saint Soldiers 
(Sant Sipahi) to the Brahmins (Pandit Keshav Das).

— One of theTirsTseriptüre vvritten on the praises oTAfmightyin Tegardsto —” 
the distinction of vveaponry and the demonstration of povver to destroy. 


— More in the form of a dictionary in verse, this composition includes the 
description of the various vveapons used in vvarfare. 


— “There is no similar vvriting in existence and it stands out unique for its 
presentation and theme. 


— /VVhile on the one hand the various vvell-knovvn ancient personalitiesvvho 
used these vveapons have been referred to, on the other the vvayin 


v/hich these vveapons are used in the contemporary period is also 
highlighted.

— Epistle of victory, a letter vvritten to Emperor Aurangzeb and includes Hikaaitaanin 
1705 AD. 


— İn this letter, Guru Gobind Singh reminds Aurangzeb hovv he and his henchmen had 
broken their oaths svvorn upon the Quran. He also states that in spite of his several 
sufferings, he had vvon a moral victory over the Emperor vvho had broken all his 
vovvs. Despite sending a huge army to capture or kill the Guru, the Mughal forces 
did not succeed in their mission. 


— İn the 111 verses of this notice, Guru Gobind Singh rebukes Aurangzeb for his 
vveaknesses as a human being and for excesses as a leader. Guru li also confirms his 
confidence and his unflinching faith in the Almighty even after suffering extreme 
personal loss of his father, mother, and all four of his sons to Aurangzeb.

— Since Persian vvas the language of the Mughal Court, Guru Gobind Singh vvrote 
the Zafarnamah in Aurangzeb s language, adding the Hikayats in same language. 
Guru Gobind Singh vvas vvell versed in Persian, the tales are in keeping vvith the 
literary taste and style of medieval India, ranging from the romantic and 
chivalrous to the fantastic and the macabre.

All (the Sikhs) have deserted 
the Chak (the earliest name of Amritsar). The Mutsaddis (priests) have also fled.

The Guru s family (the descendents of 
the Guru) at Khandur have sent five tolas of gold as a gift for your son s bride (an 
adopted son of Mata li, as all four Sahibzadhay had been martyred). Recover 
seventeen rupeesfrom lhanda Singh. 1 gave himfive rupees to meet the expenses 
of the iourney. These expenses vvill be incurred by him. The Mutsaddis have not 
yet settled accounts, othervvise l vvould have sent a draft from the city (presumably 
Lahore).
